For the fact is pearl oysters 


require just .the right amount of 
salt water to yield a perfect 
pearl Water which is too salty 
results in pearls with a not too 
desirable golden color. On the 
other hand, when heavy rains and 
floods spill over the land and into 
the bays where pearl oysters are 
"farmed," salinity: goes down and 
the oysters die. 


In Japan, where cultured pearls 


are produced by inserting an ir- 
ritant into the flesh of a pearl 
oyster, every precaution is taken 
to provide the oyster .with per- 
fect conditions for pearl bearing, 
The oysters are housed in wire 
baskets suspended from rafts. 
When the .water in. the bays gets 
too warm or cold for the oysters, 
the rafts are moved to better lo- 
cations. In time of floods or 
typhoons, when the rivers and 
streams nearby disgorge too much 
fresh water into the bays,- the 
oysters are lowered to the bot- 
tom of the bays where the sea 
water does not become too diluted.

Whenever possible during the 


three to five years it takes an 
oyster to grow a pearl, the Ja- 
vanese pearl cultivators try to 
keep their floating oyster beds 
near the open sea where food for 
the oysters is plentiful. But they 
lave to be careful because al- 
though the oyster thrives in the 
open sea, undiluted sea w a t e r 
gives the pearl a golden hue, not

cy his announced tentative approval of a 
$418.000 low-interest loan to provide two- 
thirds of the funds for building a paper 
mill in Tomahawk, Wis The remainder of 
the money is being raised through a com- 
munity stoc£ sale. The company which 
will own and operate-the mill must put up 
only five per cent of the equity capital 


The federal agency justifies the loan on 


the basis that Tomahawk is in a so-called 
depressed area. And few will quarrel with 
the basic purpose Of bringing industry to 
these areas to create jobs 


But this mill will make tissue products, 


aid those of us who live i" the Fov River 
Valley are intimately familiar with the 
market situation in the tissue industry 
today. The tissue industry is operating at 
about 85 per cent of capacity at present. 
Us problem is expanding its markets, not 
its production. 


If the null become* i successful ven- 


ture, it can succeed only by taking busi- 
ness and jobs away from existing mills. 
The most likely possibility is that the com- 
munity and the government's investment 
will go down the dram 


The mill will be a converting operation. 


This means that while it is located in the 
forest area where trees for pulp are im- 
mediately available, it will have to > buy 
pulp to be shipped in to Tomahawk to be 
made into tissue products which then must 
be shipped out again to major markets. 


Management and labor in this tissue 


producing area can be pardoned if they are 
disturbed about the prospect of the govern- 
ment financing a competitive operation. 
And taxpayers generally can also be par- 
doned if they object to the government put- 
ting their money into a business venture 
which would seem to be an unsound one 
on the face of it. 


A Bravo tor the Legislature 


While the legislature has been mark- 


Ing time, for the most part, as it awaits 
the tardy development of Gov Reynolds' 
fiscal program, it has achieved at least one 
thing thus far that is worth restrained ap- 
plause from its constituents 


By the decisive margin of 23 to 9, the 


members of the State Senate have rejected 
the pressure to submit to a referendum bal- 
lot in the Apnl elections for an advisory 
vote the sticky question of the best mini- 
mum statutory age for the purchase and 
consumption of beer by minors. , 


There is no measure before the legis- 


lature thus far that has inspired such fran- 
tic pressure, on both sides of the contro- 
versy, as the beer age .issue. > 


Thus it was that some of the profes- 


sional observers of the legislature's doings 
assumed for it a frailty that was greater 
than the actuality when they guessed that 
the lawmakers would grasp the referen- 
dum proposal as a way out of their dilem- 
ma. At worst, there would be a delay At 
best, each legislative politician would be 
able to get a precinct by precinct response 
from his own voters on a question where 
the merits, admittedly, are not easy to es- 
tablish. 


But the Senators refused to take the 


easy way out They rejected the referen- 
dum proposals, which means that they will 
be obliged, sooner or later, to record them- 


selves on the beer question We are proud 
to note that every member of the State 
Senate from the Fox River Valley and its 
environs voted for the rejections 


Perhaps like a majority of our read- 


ers, we have no clear-cut solutions for the 
controversy about beer and youth. 


As far as we know, and considered only 


as a question of morality, the present state 
law imposing an 18 year minimum in the 
absence of local law, but inviting local op- 
tion ordinances for more restrictive rules, 
is satisfactory 


But we would remind the legislature 


that this issue did not arise out of con- 
siderations of morality Whatever prohi- 
bition sentiment that survives in Wiscon- 
sin, we are reasonably sure that it is not 
sufficient to approach a majonty vote for 
restriction for the sake of restriction This 
issue arose, and legitimately, out of public 
apprehension relating to beer drinking mi- 
nors and the operation of motor vehicles 
The official statistics and the responsible 
testimony on that relationship in the high- 
way safety problem cannot be brushed 
aside as casually as some have indicated. 
If the legislature is not disposed to try 
to meet the problem through legislation 
touching upon the legal age for beer 
drinking, it has a duty to reexamine the 
-laws on automobile operation by minors 
and especially the penalties for reckless 
or inebriated driving.

fine technical ability is called for 
on perhaps only one hand out of 
ten and here the expert shines. 
But it is on the ordinary hands 
that temperament and character 
prevail, and this B where stub- 
bornness, c o n c e i t , contempt, 
carelessness and the temptatxm 
to be cute wrecks so many other- 
wise good players. The winner, 
in more serious games than 
bridge, is the one who under- 
stand*, himself, his paitner and 
his opponents more than thi 
cards.

long series of denominational di- 
visions. 


It has involved every branch of 


Christendom — Protestant, East- 
ern Orthodox and Roman Catho- 
lic—and emerged as ti»e dominant 
note of the first session of the 
Second Vatican Council. 
: 


Among Protestants, more than 


80 merger negotiations are cur- 
rently going on in 35 countries. 


Recent Survey 


This was disclosed in a recent 


survey by the Rev. Patrick C. 
Rodger, of Geneva, Switzerland, 
executive secretary of the De- 
partment of Faith and Order of 
the World Council of Churches. 


"There are people all over the 


world terribly anxious to attain 
a greater measure of Christian meetings 
Community," he said in a recent 
interview. 


In the United States, several 


merger negotiations are now go- 
ing on, and several have recently 
been successfully .completed. 


One series of talks involves the 


Protestant Episcopal Church (the 
American wing of British Angli- 
canism) 
in a consultation on 


church union with the Methodist 
Church and four other denomina- 
tions. 


Initial discussions 
were held 


last spring. Another round of talks 
is scheduled March 17-19 in Ober- 
tn, Ohio. 


Other denominations whose rep- 


resentatives are taking part are 
the United Presbyterian Church, 
the Christian Churches (Disciples>, 


the United Evangelical Brethren, 
and the United Church of Christ 


The United Church itself Is a 


recent merger of Congregational 
Christians and the Evangelical 
and Reformed Church, the first 
union in this country to combine 
bodies of different national ori- 
gins. 


In two years, eight branches of 


Lutheranism have united into two 
large bodies, the Lutheran Church 
in America and the American Lu- 
itberan Church. The United Pres- 
byterian Church represents a re- 
cent merger of two branches. 


Moves in Britain toward bring- 


ing Methodists and the Church oj 
England together 
would likely 


have a stimulating effect on clos- 
er relations of the two commun- 
ions in this country.
